DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

2. To have a general inventive concept under PCT rule 1 3. 1 , the inventions need to be 
linked by a special technical feature. The special technical feature that appears to link claims 1- 
36 is a method measuring the binding complex formed between inositol phosphate and metal 
ions. However the reference of Zhou et al. (The Journal of Biological Chemistry, Vol.274, No. 5, 
1/29/99, pages 2786-2793) discloses the complexes formed or clustering of Ca2+ and 
phosphatidylinositol (PI). The abstract of Henderson et al. (BioChromatography, 1989, Vol.4, 
No.2, pages 89-93) also teaches that Fe3+ and inositol phosphate complexes formed and allowed 
for a sensitive UV absorption maximum at 280nm. Therefore the technical feature recited in 
claims 1-36 is not a contribution over the prior art. Accordingly the groups set forth below are 
not so linked as to form a single general concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

A. Group I, claim(s) 1-19, are drawn to methods for detecting or measuring inositol 
phosphate via metal ion binding, classified in class 436, subclass 525, for 
example. (A first method/process that can employ the special technical features). 
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B. Group II, claims 20-28 are directed to methods of detecting activation of a 
phospholipase C-linked receptor and/or its pathway, classified in class 435, 
subclass 183, for example. (A second method/process that can employ the special 
technical features). 

C. Group III, claims 29-32 are directed to methods of detecting inositol 
monophosphatase activity, classified in class 435, subclass 7.4, for example. (A 
third method/process that can employ the special technical features). 

D. Group IV, claims 33-36 are directed to a method of detecting inositol- 1 -phosphate 
synthase activity, classified in class 436, subclass 73, for example. (A fourth 
method/process that can employ the special technical features). 

3. The inventions listed as Groups A through D do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Under PCT rules Applicant is 
entitled to an examination of one of the combination groupings: (1) a product, a method of using 
said product and a method of producing said product. The instant claims are directed to multiple 
methods, therein applicant must select one for further prosecution. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group A through D are not totally inclusive, restriction for examination purposes as indicated 
is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. A telephone call was made to Robin S. Quartin (Reg No.45,028) on 7/1 1/07 to request an 
oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 

6. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and 
specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated 
as an election without traverse.
